SECnON I.—GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 



Cutdn OopU I (a.d. 318 to eirtt a>D- 345), father 
and predeoeaaor of Samadn Gupta, aammod tho rank of 
araporor («naMr 4 (iBa!Atr 4 ^), and oatabliahod tAa Gnptn Era 
to oommenwrata hia aaaunpUon of auprene power tit 
Northern India. Hia eapiial waa Piifaliputra (PatnaX tho 
aooieat aeat of the Sfaorya Empire, and hia domiuiont 
appear to hare included the whole of Bihar, both north 
and aouth of tho Gasgaa, the eaatern dietneta of the 
Norlh-Woetora Pravincea, and the whole, or the greater 
part, of Oodh. In other worda, hie territory extended 
from Bbiigalpur (Oampa) on the east, along the valley 
of the Gangee, to Allahabad (Prayaga) and Luekitov 
(SakeU) on tho eaat‘ 

Our knowledge of the oonqueita of Saraudra Gupta 
reata tnain^ on the inecriptipo of the Allahabad Pillar, 
recorded in or about A.D. 38p by • order • of-hie- -eon -aad 
aac w awi C ao d ra Oupta II. Other imcriptiona aud ooine 
•apply a few additional details

Th* Bnt puMge ia the AlUhabttd PniM* ioseriptioo, 
wlitAh d«aU irith th« oonquMts. is uiifortunstaJ^ mutiUlsd. 
ll Is, howsvsr, so far Isgible m to pUinljr rooord tbst tbs 
Sffipsror, with extransoos osiislanoo, uprootod prinoes 
natnod AojuU sod NugMons, tuid efiocled tbs capturs 
of s tnsiobsr of tbs family, or olao, of the Eotss. An 
ulIusioQ is made to the capita} city Pii^aliputra, under the 
weU'known synonym of Pusbp«pura.‘ 

Sr. Plsot’s bssiution to idsotify " the city calied Fushpa ” 
with Pit*^iputra appoars to n>e quits unvarrantsd, and 
I bsTO no doubt tlial tbs phrase “taking bis pleasure 
at Futhpapura “ refer* to tbs fact that tto royal city of 
Fitaliputra was tbs conqueror's residence and oapitaL 
Tbs SQumsratioD of the more distant conquests does not 
be^n till line 19. The meiitiuo of the subjugation of 
Acyuta, Nigasena, and the Kola prince in an earlier 
vono, and in a ineCrtoul passage completely detasbed from 
the general prose list of conquests, and ooupled with the 
allusion to the victor's capital oity» may reasonably bs 
iiitorproted as implying tbit tbs viotorica mentioned in 
• tbe eerlier peasego were gained in regions not very 
remote from tbe oepital. Tiie further inferenoo that the 
6ni(>m«ntioosd oonquosts were tlie first acoomplished 
likowiso seems to bs justified. 

The name Aoyuta (* unfolloo. firm, impsrisbeble') is 
of frequent ocourreuoo. I have noted the following 
exsmplss: (I) an epithet of Vifpu or Kffpa (Dowson, 
“Cleasieal DioLioitary, “ Ilonfcy, “ Diotionary “); (2) tbe 
name Aoyutappe ia an iuseriplion from Trsnquebar in 
the Tan jure Pistric*, probably dated a.o. 1627 {Inti. Ant., 
xxii, 116}: (3) Aoyutoriiya, a king of Vijayansgara (ibid., 
XX, 306); (4) Acyuta Vijaya Bughava yaiksr, a kiug of

The qtwtationa chow that the mime waa in uae both in 
Is'orthem and Southeru India, Certain curioue and little- 
known ooins hare •uggesled to me tlie notion that tbe 
Aejruia, conquered b^ Samudra Qupta, may hare been 
a king of Ahicbatra (Itamnagar, near Aonli in Bareli 
Bntrict of North-Weeiero Provinoee), the ancient capital of 
PaficbSla. Tbcee ooina, of which all tbe known apooimeru 
were obtained at Rumnagar, may be deecrilied aa fultowa

The ooina are of ooppor, about '6 of an inch in diameter. 
Weight of typo No. 1, 18 to 26-5 graiiia. TheM coine 
were firet deaeribed by Ueaera. Rivetl-Carnec and Carlleyle 
(J.AJi.l)., voL ilix, part 1,1880, p. 87, pi. ni, 2 A and B). 
Tbe form of tbe charaotere on the U ouin diHvra from that of 
the eharactora on A. Type 2 ia known only from an unique 
apecimeo in the |ioesoaaion of Jfr. C. 8. Delmerick, who alee 
obtained two apeciinens of the A variety of type 1, one of 
which he preaantod to mo. Tbia coin in my poaaeaeion 
appeara to be caat, and I have no doubt that the ooiu ia 
of early date, and it may well be contemporary with Samudra 
Gupta. 

Tlio legend can be reed only aa Ar-yu. and nothing elao, 
and tbe completion of the word to Acfula aceiaa inevitable.

Th* olwriiotert olo»eljr m«mbU tbo«t of tbo Somudra GapU 
isMription on the AlUbebnd Pillar (BaUer, “ lad. P»l»o- 
TaW if). 

Himnagar u dieUnt aboot 4W mile* in a d»root Ima from 
Patna, and about IM roilea from Lucknow. Ahiehatra, 
tharofora, cannot haro been Tory far from the frontier of tha 
domiRtona of Caodra GnpU I, which inclodod Lucknow. 

I am inolinad to beliera that tha rare ooioa above deacribed 
are thoao of Aayuta, a king of Ahiohatra, oonquorad by 
Saaudra Gupta early in the reign of that monarch, about 
a.D. 345-3M. 

ThoM ooina are not maatjoaed by Cunningham in hia work 
on tha “ Ooina of Anciaot India." Tan apooimana of tbu 
typa ara in iba Indian Muaeum iii, 36); the highaat 
wdght it ifi-fi graina, the loweal weight of a complete coin 
b«ing 12 graina. Three ^>ecimeoa weigh 16 graine Moh. 

I have failed to diioovar any clue to the ideoUlj of Ifiga- 
acna. l*ha family, or clan (IhIk). named Kota ia e(}ually 
unknown. The late Dr. Bhagvinlil ladrajl aought to 
idontify the KoU clan with the tribe named Ko^e. 
meutioned in an inieription found near Sopnra la the 
TltSaa Siatrict, Bombay, and with the Eada of the 
KAiltta ooioa found neer Sahurmnpur in the North-Weatern 
Provinoaa ("Sopnra and Pada^a," pamph., p. 18). But 
tbaae ideitliUcaCiona ore obvioualy not convinoing. The 
JCidoM ooio obtained by Dr. Bhngvinlal ladrajl had 
a legend in eharactera of about tha Afoka period. A 
apaoimea of tha aaioa "snake type" ia deacribed by 
Cunningham, and asaociated with the ooina of Tixila 
("Cuiua of Ancient India," p- 62, pi. ii> 21). Another 
type of KiUtata ooioa charaoterued by a " 6odAi*tree" 
davioe appaara to ba of tbe aame early age, and ia grouped 
by Cuuuingliam with the Eoniuda ooiua of the region 
soar Saliininpur (ibiA, p. 71, pi. v, 6). A Eota tribe atOl 
exiate in tbo Kilgiria iu the South of India (/ntf. Ant., iii, 
36, 96, 203).

Eieg Mabeodra of Kosala, wbo woa captured and liboratod.” 


2. VTXoKtaaA/A or Uakakaktaka. 

Tbe name Mahikantara means “great forest or wildemeaa,'* 
and well describes tbe wilder parU uf the Central ProviDces, 
tbe iDodom dUtrieU of Ueilut, CindaSra, eta., wbioh sre 
probably tbe region designated by tbe iosoription, bordering 
on tbe west tbe kingdom of Koeala. 

Tbe name is equivalent to tbe term maJkiftri need in tbe 
£rkU SeuiAiU to designate a country in tbe aoutbern division 
of India. 

Tbe “kings of all tlie forest countries" (arrrdfrrilwril/fl), 
wbo sre alleged in the next line (I. 2l) of tbe inscription to 
bare " become eorrinta " of Samudra Oiipta, must evidently 
be dialinguished from King Vyaghraritja of blabakintars, 
wbo was " oapuirtd and then liberated." 

Tbese “ kings of all the forest countriM " may be identified 
.with tbo rulers of tbe *'eighteen forest kingdoms" {affa/fn- 
4#rrirdy>a) wlm were subject in a.d. 5i7 to tJie blalMnija 
SsihkfoUi of fMbela, or I>ibale, tbe roudorn ilundelkheQi^ 
and Kiwi. I'Jiia region, which was adjacent to the home 
previnoes of tbe empire, would naturally bo permaneatly 
annexed, as indicated by tbe terms of tbo ineoriptioo, while

The next name, Kerele, ia a aorpriae, and iU mention ‘ 
inTolroi the eaaertien that the temporary oonqueala of 
Saraudra Qupta extended to the extremity of tho Indian J_

Eara|a, vbich u placed by the JfrAnf SamAM in the 
aouthem diriaion of India,' ia the country now known aa 
tbe Malabar Coaat, tho narrow atrip of fertile land between 
the aea and the Weatem Olinta. In ila widest aignifioalion 
tbe name Kerala waa applied to the whole territory 
extending from the Kangarole river, near Qoa in North 
Kanara, to Cupe Comorin (Kumarin). In iU more restricted 
eignifioBliou the name applied to the aoutheru portion of 
tbe coaat, now compriB«>d in tbe Malabar District, and in 
tl>e Ooehin and Travancore States. Very little it known 
of the history of the country, and no ooitnected etory has 
come down to ua.* No other inenlioo of Manpiraja has 
boon discovered.

Tb« idontiScBtion of Pif^para prpMoU no diffiouliy. 
Tho kingdom of tb«t a«iB* it ooriaialy reproMotod by tho 
Urgo tamlittfirl, or obiaflaioabip, of Pi(bapuram in tho 
Oo^rorl Diotriol of tho Uodron Protidwcy. Tho ohiof 
town of the MiDO name ia atill tlio reaidoftoo of a Raja, 
and u marked aa Pittapoomm on aheet 04 of tho ** Indian 
AUaa," in lat 17* 6', long. 8'4* 18'. The town ia ''very 
eld, with abundanoe of ectilptured building* and other 
ohjooto of interett. How old it may be ia not a* yet 
known, but an ancient inacrtpiion of a.u. 084 of the reign 
of Satyu4raya, the elder brother of Kubja Tianurardhana, 
who eaUbliahod tho Eaatom Ciulukyan eorereignty, atateo 
that in that reign ‘ tho fortreaa of Pif^pura was oaaily 
taken"' (/«f. AmL, t, 67). A Buddhiat dApa hao boon 
diaoorered at Tinuirsram within the limits of the taullndArl 
(ffui AhI; xii, 34).’ Valuable inaoriptioiu roi^rdiag grants 
made in the &ka yean n08» 1117. and 1124 (a.o. 1186, 
1190, and 1203), and giving geneologiee of tho Eaatem 
Chilukya and Vehgi kings, bare beon fout>d on a pillar 
at Pi{hipuracn. but no truce of King Hahoiidragiri baa 
been found,* 

The ooDotruing of the passage in queation has been the 
subjoot of tome diacutaion, and I venture to adopt a 
tencleriog different from Hr. Fleet’a Tho words are—

Mahendra of Pifiapura; 

Srimidatta of Eot|ura on tbo hill." 

I eubmit tliat (hie coiutrmlinn cannot be right Tlie 
eompoind iTof/rrapm would be normal, but the oompoand 
OitiJu^kr*, though not perbapa abeolutel^r inpoMibla would 
be CDoet nooiual, end alcnoet unprecedented. Thoderiretire 
ooinpouiSl OirikM{fkrttka ia crm more awkward aa an 
adjective than tbo eubatanlive OinMJirn ia. 

llie difliruliy raiaod by Dr. Flcot about acoopting the 
compound ilah^Ktintyiri aa the nemo of a king or ruling 
chief ia in reality unauhatantial. In the firet pla>oe, we ere 
not entitled to OMume that namn ending in girt were already 
in the fourth century A.n. rcctrieted to Goauine; and in Uie 
accond place, eren if eneh namee wore then eo reatrieted, 
a OoMia may be a aecular chieftain. One of the moat 
famoua penonaget ia Dundelkhagd in the eighteenth 
oeatury wea tlic Oomin, Raja niinraat Bahadur. "Raja 
Bimmat BaUidur, who at thia time begina to play a con* 
apicueua part in tbo biatory of Bundelkbaod, waa a Qoaaio, who 
Gomnuinded a body of troop# in the pay of ^uja*ad-daulah 
at (ho battle ef Dakaar in 176>i. On the flight of the Vaair, 
Jlimuat Bahfldnr eatored Buodetkhand, and daring the 
troublea that aroee attained to oonaiderable power." The 
treaty of ^lobpur, ooocJuded on tbe 4th September, 1809, 
garo Bdji HiiumaC Bahadur an extensive territory with 
a nveouo eslimated at twenty-two lakba of rupees.' 

Nor waa Uiromat Bahadur tbo only poverfnl Goeain obief 
of hia time. Colonel Brougbton, writing in 1809, reUtea

.... ^Than tbay baoone oumaroua and vaallby, and 
aarol ihrinaelvaa ai a military band in the aervioa of aome 
prinea^ tbair laader ia termad ifukumt ; tbay than retain but 
little of tbair original manner and appaaraaoe; diatanguiabing 
themaalTea alone by the jutta, or long matted hair folded 
like a turban on tba brad, and having come portion of their 
draea dyed of a kind of orange oolour, cadied prrao, peouliar 
to tboir Mot. Ai eoldiere, they are accounted btave and 
faithful.” ‘ 

The Niga and Kanphall Jogl aaeclio warriora of lUja* 
athan, daecribed by Tod and other wrttera, are veil known. 
Ifo difficulty, therafore, need be felt ia btliering that 
Samudre Oopta found a Ooaiin chief in poaaaaaion of the 
fortreai of Pifiepura. 

6. BTSmoArra or KorrOiu. 

Ko^ara being, ai Dr. Fleet obaerrw. a very oommon 
Draridiao naniD, any Kotlur of note might be aooepted 
aa the rapreaentative of the priooipality eooquered by 
Samudra Qupta. Plaooe with thia name are found in the 
Tanjore, Malabar, and Belgam Dietricle,* and probably 
elaofrhere alao.

Reryla to tho valoo of £1,200 aterling were 
obtainid at PadiyCr in 1819-20.' No record of Sramidatfa 
haa yet boon diaoovered. 

6. Damaxa or EHAKDArALiA. 

Neither RniQdapalla nor its sovereign has yet been 
identified. 

A place callrr] Etlapudi, with an old Saiva temple, 
exists in the Salem District, which adjoios Coimbatore, 
llaoy placet with namra beginning with Era- or 
ooeur in tha Salem and Malabar Dutricta.* 

7. VisxDoSr* or KaRcI. 

KSAci ia undoubtedly idaotioat with (he town well 
known under the modern corrupt name of CoojeoTeram, 
whiob ia aituated in tha Chingleput Diatrict. 43 miles 
aooth-west of Madras, and 20 miles weaUnorth<wcat of 
Chingleput. It is one of the moat ancient and sacred 
citiea in India, and was the capital of the PulUva dynasty 
uiilil the oTorthrow of that power by tba Cbolos in (he 
eleventh contory a.o.* Tho kingdom is called Driivi^a by 
lliuen-Tsiang, wbo viaitod it. aud girea a favonrabla account 
of its iobabitanta.*

3. Hastitabmak op Yixoi. 

Tho position of ibo snaU kingdom of Yefigl U known 
boyond doubt. Tho kingdom ordinarily oxtoodod for 
about 120 reilcs along the coaat of the Bay of Bengal 
between the Krt^a (Kutna) and Godavari rivers, and 
oorreaponded to the modem Godavari (Uaohlipatnam) 
Diatriot vrith part of the Rajamahendri Biatriot It ia 
beiisved that tho Yengi terriiory did not ostsod very far 
inland. The eapilal waa nluatrd 6ve or six miles NBW. 
from Ellore (Blur), a abort dialancs from the Solar (Oolair) 
lake, and ia now rcpreaentod by the villegoe Pedda (or 
Greater) Yog] and Cbiona (or Leaaer) Yogi, where there are 
evidences of oxtonsivs aocteot buildings.* 

The raiinst dynasty appears to bare been a branoh of 
the great Pallava fatnily or elan whieh also ruled at KiAoi. 
At the time of Semndra QupU’a incursion the Yeiigi 
kingdom wax apparently independent, but about a esotury 
later it eeeuia to have boen a dependency of the more 
oonriderable KUcI Scale. The ruling familiea both of 
Kaflol and Yedgt commonly used names endieg in Yarnw

great, and waa evidently a Pallara. AUt ia the Tamil 
equivalent of flaatin. Tbe inacriptioa of Auivartna waa 
obtaiovd at Oora^tta in the Qo^lur Oiatriot aonth of tbe 
Effna rivor. From tbe aame neigbbourliood waa obtained 
a adll earlier grant made in tbe reign of YijayakUaadaramna 
(VijayaakaBdavarma}, who probably belonged to tbe aame 
dynaaty. A grant made by King Tijayanaadirarma, aon 
of King Candavarma, of the ^ankayana family, exproaaly 
purporta to have been iaeued from tbe victorioua oity of 
y«!igL Tbia great ia auppoaed to date from the fourth 
oenlory. HaatiTarma waa probably grandfather, or great- 
grandfalUor, of Vijayanandivama. Tbe kingdom of Tedgl 
eoema at timce to bare extended to aonth of tbo Er^qa 
rivw.‘ 

10. FoBAaSKA OF Palaksa. 

Though tbe identity of the kingdom of Pitlakka baa not 
previoualy been reoogniced, there can be no doubt that the 
ancient kingdom ia now represented by the division of 
Pttighdt, in tbo south of the Jdalabar Fiatriot, tbe name 
of which is mun accurately spelled Palakkadu. It waa 
also callad 2fodam>Furaiyar-nada, or, more shortly, Purai.* 

Tbo ehief town of tbe diviaioo, Paigbateberry, ia situated 
in lat 10* 46' 49" N. and long. 76* 41' 48" R., at a height 
of 800 feot above the tea, in the only gap in the line of 
mouulatos between the TiptI river and CWpo Comorin. 
Tbe Palghat Obits extend southward a distance of about 
170 milM almost to tbe Capo.* 

Tbe identificution of Pulakka ia of intereat oa ooaBrmiog 
the other statementa in tbe inacriptioa cooceroiDg tbe 
southem extent of Sumudra Gupta’s temporary conqueota.

Tfae kingdom of Dororo^lm bat not jret been identified. 
Perbape the nemo ne; be ea eqairalent for Deogiri, the 
faTooui fortreee known to ^lahamraeden hietoriene ts 
DetiUliTbed (lat IIT bT N. end long. 76* ir E.), vhieh. 
bj naeon of ite commanding position and natural strength, 
bad been from time {mroemorial the principal etrongbold 
of the Rajee of MahirSf^ra. It ia poeeiUe, indeed, that 
Devariiftn may be a synonym for Maharisfra—the *' king¬ 
dom of the gods,” for the *' great kingdom.” 

Deogiri ia ntuated in tho Nizam’a domiaioae, aboat 
hrelro milee froni Aurangabad, and neiariy thirty milee 
north of the Godarari rirer. 

13. Dharamjata or KnsTBAMPDaA.

The forgoing dsteiled examination of the southern con- 
()necte of Samodra Gupta learee on my mind no doubt that 
the emperor really effeotad the temporary eubjugation of all 
the leading chiefs and kings of the peninsula, inlaod and 
along both coasts, as far as Cape Comorin (Kutnario}. 

His southern Ttotorieos march finds an exact parallel in 
the expeditions of Malik Eifur, the adventuroua general of

SEOTION III.—THE KINGS OF THE NORTH. 

Having completed hta onuraeretioa of the tenporar 7 
oonqueata in tho aouth, our chroatolor roturna to tho aubject 
of the more permanent conquaata in Northern India, which 
hod already been briefly touched upon in the poetical 
introduotion to the iaacription. 

In line 31 tho writer record# that the emperor 
" abounded in majeaty that had been increaaed by violently 
extertoinating

Uatila, 

Nagndatta, 

Caodravannaa, 

Oapapati Nnga, 

Nugoaena, 

Aeynta, 

Kandio, 

Balavannan, 

and many other kioga of the land of Aryivarta.” 

The name Atyavarta ia well known to be the equivalent 
of the modem Uinduatiin, or India north of the Narmadii 
river. The language of the record plainly indioatee that

Unfortunately, butorieal doeumente fop the early 
history of Northern India are eo few and meagre that it 
if at preeeat impoeaihle to identify moat of the kingi 
naiDod in the inaoripUon. The namea of their kiogdome 
are not stated. 

Aeyuta was probaUy, for the reasons given above (ante, 
p. 8^). a king of Ahiohatra in Padehaia, tha modem 
Rohilkhand. Nigaa>-na ia mentioned along with Aoyuta 
In tho early part of tho iosoription, and tho two pHnoea 
may be suppoaed to have been ncighboura. Niigaacna may 
P^rbepe have boon a member of tlio Mtne dynasty tia 
^ w ^^Irasena of earlier date, wboao ooina are tolerably oom'mon 
North-Weatem Provineea and the PaAjnb.' Naga- 
datta may belong to tho same dynos^ aa lUroadatU and 
. Puru^atta, wboao ooine are obocoroly oonnecled with 
' those of tho Northern Satraps.* 

Candraverman ia probably tho hlahaiaja of that name 
whose fame ia preserved by a brief inscriptioa on the rock ^ 
at Susunia in the Binkarii District of Bengal, eoventeen 
milea SSW. from tho ItapTgajij railway station.* 

Conooming tha identity of Rudradeva, Hatila, Nandin, 
and lislavarmaa, I am at present unable to offer ovoa a 
oonjoclure. 

The only name among the nine namea in the list which 
can be identified with oertaiuty ia that of Go^apati Ntiga. 
Cunningliam baa shoim that this prince must be one of 
tho dynasty of seren or nine Nagaa, whoaa capital waa 
Narwar, between GwuUar and JhSnsX. Although the ooina 
of Oaqapati, which have been found in thousands, do not 
boar tho word Niga, there can be no doubt that they

The eoiDs of all these Naga kinga are found at 
The language of the inaoriptioo which describee Gs^apati 
as one of the kings who were “TiolenUy extermuiat^" 
ioduoes me to oonsider him the last of bis dyiUMty. 

The “kings of the forest oouatriee" (L 21), who were 
oompelled to become the serrants of the eooquoror, and 
are associated in the text with the “ kings of Aryavarts.’' 
wsre no donbt the ohiefi of the Oop^ and other wild 
tribes north of tbe Narmada. To this day there is a large 
extent of forest country north of the Narmsda in Bundel- 
khapd, Central India, and the Central Provincos. 

Tbe positioa of the eonthern forest kingdom of Mahi' 
kantaraka has been diacossed above (ante, p. 8b6). 

SECTION IV.—TnE FRONTIER KINGDOMS. 

Having oompUted the eonmeration of the kings of the 
North and the lunge of the Sooth, the aotbor of the 
inscription prooeeds, in lino 22, to extol the glories of his 
master as exhibited in the relstiona of tho imporisl power 
with the kings and tribes ootstdo, but immediately adjoining, 
the frontiers of tho empire. 

Ho staue that the frontier kings of Ssmstafa, Panka, 
KamarSpa, Nepala, Kartrputw. «nd of other eountries; and 
tlie tribes known by the names of Malava, Arjupuyana, 
Yaudheya, Hiidrika, Abbira, Priijuna, Saaakiiolkm, Kiika, 
and others, fully gratiBed the aovereigo's oommsads by 
obedienoo, by ooming to perfom homage^ and by the 
payment of all kinds of taxes.* 

These namee will now be discosaed in order.

Th» Brkat SdMtUd pUoeo this oooatry id th« ewtern 
diTMtOQ of IndiA. The name meaai “ the ooontry of which 
the riFon have flat aad level haoka of equal height on both 
ndea," and deaotas Lower Bengal.' The Qanges and other 
greet ladiaa rirere in the upper parts of their oonrses 
usually have a high bank on one side, that is to eay, on 
the eoDoare aide of eaeh curve.* The name Sooiatapi is 
thus dsaeriptiro of a marked dtffareaoe between the appearaooe 
preesoted by the country in the swamps of deltaio Bengal 
aad that presented by the drier rogioos of Bibar and the 
Norib'Weelera Provinces. 

The same name, &UData{a, is used by Iliuon Tsiang in 
the eeveoth century a.d.j who doeoribee the country ae being 
^xmt 800 miles (3,000 if) in circuit, end bordering on tbo 
great ssa. It lay 1,200 or 1,300 U (more than 200 milea) 
south of EamarOpa, and about 900 li (160 mtles) east of 
the country of Taaralipti.* 

These indications prove that the kingdom ooeupiod the 
delta of the Gangee aad Brahmaputra, of which the Jceaore 
Listriet forms the central portion, and in which CalooUa 
and Baooa are now iodud^. Tho main stream of the 
Ganges, wbioh now separates tho Patna and Farldpur 
Bistriots, must have been the northern boundary. 

In the sixteenth century this region was known aa 
Bhati, and the chief town was Bikrampur, in the Dacca 
District.* 

Ths Ohineeo pilgrim mentions that the capital city was 
between tbreo and four milee (20 It) in circumference, but 
nafortanataiy docs not mention its oaroe, or indicate its 
pofitioQ with precision. The capital was probably situated 
I OR the ooest, aomewhere on the tract now known m the 
Sunderbaao. The southern portton of this tract has loog

The aitaatioQ of thia kingdom is ooknoarn, bat the 
inaertioa of tbo name between the namea of Samatate and 
EanarQpa naturally auggesta the iofereaoe that Davika 
lay aomewhere on the north>east«m frontier. Poenbty the 
kingdom aotually lay between Sainata(a and Kamarupa, 
and oorresponded to the modem diatriote of Bogra 
(Bagnbi), Diaijpar, and lUjfibL The mere position ^ c£i, 
of the name in the list rauat not» howeror, be allowed too y> 

much signifioanoe. We bare seen that in the list of the 'A: 

kingdoma of the south the name* are arranged without - 

referenoe to their order in gengraphieal poeition. . 

Dr. Fleet's auggeation (in Index, «.«.) that Paraka may 
be another form of Dacoa, or PSka, ia inadmiaaible. The 
oorreot spelling of Daeea ia phaka (VTVl). 


3. Thx KnfODoit or KZjuRurA. 

Although, as is well known, the kingdom of Eamarupa 
oerreeponds roughly with the prorinee of Assam, it mast be 
remembered that the anoient kingdom and the modern 
pronnoe do not exaotly coincide. The kingdom aometimes 
extended as far weet aa the Kiratoya river and Lei Bazar 
in the Rangpur District of Bengal, and included tho State 
of Kucb Bihar, Tiparg, and parts of Maimaasingb, aa well 
aa tho territory now known ea the Province of Amam. The 
ancient name ia still preserved in the name of the district of 
EimrSp, in the oentiml portion of Assam, which lie# botweon 
lat 26* 60' and 2t(* 63' >f., and beiwoon long. 90* 40' end 
9**2'E.>

buildinga in the neigbboarhood of the capital, and prooocda^ 
** from tbia, going oaat 900 K or ao, croealng the groat rivor, 
we come to tbo oountry of Kia>inodu*po (EiimarQpa).”' 

It ia, of oouraa, impoaaiblo to bo certain, wbetber or not 
tbe kingdom of Kuniaru]M iu the time of Samudra Qupte 
inoluded tha Rangpur territory weat of " tbe great river ”; 
but I ooniider it prubablo that Uiia great river, tbe Brabina> 
putra, waa tbo natural frontier of tho empire, whioh muat 
hare inoluded the minor kingdoma or princiipiilitioi known 
to Hiuen Taiang aa Pu^dra-vaidltana, Kar^aBururpa, and 
Tamralipti. Tbo firet of tbcee oertainly included port of 
tbe Dinijpur Diatriot,* the capital of tbe aeoond woa at 
RaAgamafT in the Murabtdabad Dietrict,* and the capital 
of tbe third ia repreaented by tbe decayed port of Tamluk 
in the Mtdnapar Dietrioc.* 

4. Tbb Kixodou op Hrpala. 

The kingdom of I7cpSla oerroeponda roogbly with tho 
modem kingdom of Nepal or Nliiiil, but it ia impoaaiblo 
to aay what ite exact boundariea were ia the daya of 
Samudra Qopia. 

Wo know that aix eanturioa earlier tbe lowlanda, or 
Tarai. at tbo foot of tha hilla, now included ia Nopal, 
formed part of the dominioua of AAoka, who peraonally 
riaitod that r^on and erected piUara aa memoriala of bia 
tour. It ia probable that even tbo valley of Nepal waa 
brought under the ecaptre of Atoka.*

Iliium Toang apparently did not penonally viait Nepala. 
Be deaeribee tbe kingdom aa lying among tbe SiMwy 
Koaotaioa, and aaya that a traveller oomee to it by 
“eroaaing aome isounUina and entering a vall^.”* Tbia 
pbiaae shows that he did not eonrider the Tarai, or lowlands, 
•a belonging to the motmtain kingdom, and I think we 
may aafely aaaume that Samudra QapU’a dominiooa 
eaieoded to the natural frontier of tha lower hilla. 

Tbe kingdom of Ifepala ia not mentioned by Fa>hiao. 


6. ThB KlNOnOU of EARTRFUaA. ^ 

Nothing ia known poiicively oosceming the astaatlon 
of this ktogdom, arhieh doea not aj^eer to be elsewhere 
msmtioned. It may have lain in the Weatmi BimitlayRa, 
and have corresponded roughly to the modem Almora, 
Gefhwil, and Eamion. 

The enumeration of the frontier kingdoms seema to 
proceed in rognlar geographical order, beginning with 
Samatata on the coaat of the Bay of Beogal, and pro* 
oeediog noribwarda through paviOca to Nepala, and 
thenoe westwards to Earlfpurm. 

Tbe weatem prorinoes of the «npire oertainly marched 
with the territoriee of tha tribes, which will be considered 


in Uie next eoetion. Tbe kingdoms of the foroet kings 
must bare formed to a large extant tbe southom frontier, 
tbe reat of whieb seems to bare been formed by the 
territorim of certain minor tribee. The eustern frontier

The BfM Samkili oorreeUy olaaaee the MSlaraa in tho 
nerthem divuion of India.' 

The tribe haa givm iu name to a province wbioh atill 
relaioa it. Tbo modem Uilwu ia tito extojiaive region 
bordered on the east by the DundeHcbapd diatriota and 
part of the Cooliul Provinoea, on the north by parte of 
tho North'Weatem Provinces and Riijputana, on the west 
by Bajpeta^ and on tho south by the Nanaadi river. 
Tho name ia, in fact, used loosely aa an equivalent for 
Central India, that ia to esy, the group of native states, 
oompriaing Ow£Uar, lodGr, Bhopal, and many others, whieh

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the ooatrol of the GeTornor-Oeaenl’e Ageot for 
Oenfotl Tim4i«. Iq thU aenee HaiwS u jfodaot from 
SSjiHitioa, whioh oonsiata of the group of etatee wider 
the oootrol of the Agent for Rijpntane. 

But thie (lietixtclioa ia aa arbitrvjr, adauaiatmtire one. 
baaed on the political arraageuanta rendered noceaaary bj* 
the cbaoe of the ^hteenth eenturj. In ancdent times the 
Hilara eountry comprised a large part of the vast region 
Dov koorm as Bdjpudoa, and the Uilara tribe can be 
traced far to the north. Ilie MaUra aeottoo of the Sikfaa 
ia located east of tho Satlaj, and the Tif^u Purai^a meations 
the Milaras ea dwelling among the Paripatra (w Pariyitra) 
moontaina, wbioh aeom to ba tbo aame aa the Bajpatana 
er AtaeaUt hills. Those hills atrotoh acnas Rajputana, 
and terminate at DeihL There it, therefore, warrant for 
euppoaing that the term Ualwa, or the hfalava coantry, 
may at timee bare been uoderatood to comprise oren 
Ifortbera Kijputaua. The Uakva eoloa hare been found 
in Taat numbers at Ifigar id the Jaipur State, and thia 
town moat oertainly hare been incloded io the Ualara 
territory. 

But the Hilara oountry. even in ancient times, appears 
to hare been more ordinarily understood to mean approxi¬ 
mately (ho region vbteh still retains the name of hfilwi, 
with the aoutbem parts of Rajputana. 

In thie region T7jjain and Bceoegar were the principal 
oitiea. Ujjain, now in the QwaliSr State (lat, 23” 11' 10" N. 
and long. 73* 61' 43" EL), is one of the acvea aaercd citiee 
of the Hindua, and hae been famous from the dawn of 
Indian history. Bcensger, or Wcesantgara, is the ruined 
city adjmning Bhllm in the Bhopal State (iat. 23” SO* If. 
and long. 77'" 30‘ R.). The famous topes of Sanci are in the 
neighbouidiood. Conuiogbam oonaidera that Besnager was 
cartainly the capital of Eastam, aa Ujjain was the capital 
of Weetem, Mitara.* 

The coins to which alluaioo hw been made deeerre some

Tbceo cmne era found ohiofly in the country ebout e 
hundred idUm north of TTjjein, in Sonthem Rajputine, 
■bout Ajmer, Took, end Ohitor. Mr. Cerllejle obuinod 
•everal thoueende of thorn et the encirnt city of Niger in 
the Jaipur Buite, fortj-Aro miles SBE. of TSnk. They 
ere elmoet ell Tory email, ranging in weight frarn four to 
nine greine, and ere evidontlr intended to be the sixteenth 
and tbirty-eooond paru of the Indian paita of 146 graine.* 
home aro circular and some are square. Their hietorieal 
value lie* in the legend which occurs on many of them, 
and is either amply Mifariiipa, “of the hliilavas,” or 
Mslardina JtifOt “riotory to the hliilnvaa,” the genitive 
being in Prikrit (Hoemle). 

Tbia legend ahowa (hat the coinage i« that of a tribe, 
not of a kingdom, and fumuhoa an intareatiog oonfinnelion 
of Harifcna's reference to the Malavae ae a frontier tribe. 
The typoe of the eoina are very rarioae, and acme present 
other legends, wbieb hare not yet been interpreted. 

Another coofirmstion of the fact lliat (he Milavaa were 
organised under aome form of tribul cooalitution, and not 
gorerned by monarcha, is afforded by other insoriptiooa 

The Mandator (Daeur) inaoriptioo of Yaeodbarman and 
Yi^u Vardhans ia dated in tbo year 689 “from the 
supremacy of the tribal coostitution of the Mibvas," 
equiralent (o a.n. 636>4.* 

Handasor ia the chief town in the district of the ssme 
name in Sindhia’a Dominions (Qwalinr State] in Westam 
Malwi, and is situated on the river ^u-anii, in )at. 34° 3' N. 
and long. 76° S' £., abont eighiy.Svo milea north-west of 
TJjjain.

Everjrbodj now recoguUaa the fact Uiat the era indicated 
bjr tbeee rarioue pbraaes ia identical vitb that more 
familiarljr known aa the era of Vikrama or Viknunaditjra, 
rougbljr equivaleot to B.C. 67. The earlieet known datea 
in this era noder the later name (T.8. 438 to 898} all 
oooor in inoeriptiona from Kaatero Bijpntana, chiefly that 
part of Kaatem Hejputeaa which borders on, or ia ineladed 
in, Malam This fact indicatea that the era, under both 
namee, really originated in the Mulera ooostry, which ia 
sotaorpriaiog when it ia ranembered that Cjjain waa the 
principal aoat of Hindu astronomical learning, and (he 
meridian from which longitude wna calcalated. 

All altempta to connect the establishmeat of the era 
with any definite biatorical event hare been hitherto 
uoaucceeafid, and acholara are now agreed that no biatorical 
foundation ezista for the common belief that the era wa* 
foutkded by a king Yikrainiditya. Wa cannot feel any 
confidecioe that tha date n.c. 67 ia that of any special crisis 
in the butory of the hlilaTa tribe. Professor Kielhorn 
b<dda that tbo inscripliona which eonneot the era with 
the MalaTts merely "ahow that from about the fifth to 
tha ninth oentury this ora waa by poeU bolierad to be 
speoially need by tho princee and people of hlilara, while 
another era or other rraa were known to bo current in 
other parts of India.” But the inacriptiona are eortainly 
good to prove the peraieteuce of a tradition of the existence 
of tho UsIaTBS aa a tribe or nation. 

Tho rivers Uetwa and J^urana may be fairly aaiumed as 
the eaatom boundary of tbo frontier Malava tribe, and as 
the weetem boondary of Samndra Qupta'a empire. The 
eonparativoly small provinoa ooenpied by the Abblras, who

The position of the territory of this tribe h not known 
with aooaraoy. The tribe is grouped in tbe BrAtU SamAUd 
with tbe Madras, Yaudheyas, sod other tribes of Kortbem 
India, but the mere oollocation of oatnee io the BrAai 
SmAUa U«ts does not, as Ounningham erroneously euppoeed 
that it did, give any information ae to the reUtire position 
of the tribes named. 

A few very rare coina with the legend ArjupeyanSm, 
"of the Arjupayanas," in early characters hare boon found. 
Only two or three spooimens are known, of which the 
exact findepot doea not seem to be rooorded. The type is 
ruiated to that of the Northern Satrap ooine, and the 
AijuQaymna country may reaaooably be regarded as oorre* 
coding to the region between the Msleva and Taudheya 
territories, or, roughly ^Making, the Bbaratpur and Alwar 
States, west of Agra and Mathurii, tbe principal seat of 
the Northern Setrape.* The frontier of Samudra Gupta’e 
empire at this point appears to bare been praotically the 
line which now separatas the British districts from tbe 
Native Statea 


8. Th« TAUnnsTA Tuibb. 

Whether by accident or design, the enumeration of the 
frontier tribes by HoriMna appears to be made with eome 
regard to their order io goographical position. He begins 
with the Malavas at the south-west frontier, prooeeds 
northwards to the AijuQuyanae, and goes on in the aame 
direction to the Yaudbeyas and the Uadrakas. He then

We 2 mv« eeen that although the lut of soutbero kiogdome 
i* erratic, thoenumeratioaof the frontier kingdoma appeata to 
be made in the order of geographical poaitioo. The portioa 
of tho ioacriptioD oov under dieeueaion ia in proee, and ita 
author, boiog untrammelled bf the difficuUioa of reree, 
would oatorally follow in hie mind the frontier linee whoa 
eoumeratiog the frontier kingdoma and tribea. 

Tho poaitioQ of tho Taudhoya tribe ie known with 
euffieiont aoeuraoy. The name, which it Sanekrit, meana 
‘ warrior,^ and i« meotiooed by Pupini (eirtw b.<x 300) 
aa that of a tribe in tho Palijnb.* It atiU eurriree in the 
form of Jehiya-bnr, tho name of the tract on the border 
of tho Dahawalpur State, along both banka of the SatUj.* 
The findspots of the coina, which are all of eopper or 
bntee, with o»o exception, indicate that the axteoaire 
torritorioa of the tribo oompriaed the eouthern portioa 
of the Paiijab, including tho Sikh Statee and tha 
northora parte of llajputnoa. Either the Bins or the 
Kiri rirar wma probably tho north>we«tern boundary of 
the tribal territory, which abutted on the territory of the 
Miidrakaa ia the OeoUwl Pafljob. The citiee of labor, 
Babawalpur, Bllcanir, LSduina, and Delhi roughly 
the Umite of tho tribal poailioa. 

The tribe appeari to have been of an aotire and aggreaaire 
temper. The Satrap Rudraddmii of Suruflm, is a.o. 150 
(72 £yca), reoorda that "he annihilated the Taudbeyas, 
who had become arrogant and dieobedient in oonaoquenoo 
of their reoeiring from all Sfatriyae the title of 'the 
beroea.’”* 

A quantity of rotiro tablete bearing the proud legend 
"of the Yaudheyaa, who know how to deriM riotory,'' 
waa (band n few years ago at Sunit ia the LQdiana

and U bo oontomporary with tha coin# of tbo Warrior Type! 

The ooina ocour in aeroml divorgeot typoo, and oertoinly 
extend over a period of aoToral eeaturiea. Their date* 
may be roughly defined as extending from B.a 100 to 
A.U. 400. The tribe must hare boon inoluded within the 
limite of the extended empiro of Oandra Gupta II, 
the eon and eucceaeor of Samudra Gupta, aud the tribal 
coinage probably then ooased. 

One olase of eoias, which may bo conreoiently oallod 
the “Warrior Type," U cloecly related to the coinage of 
the greet Kufan kings £aoiflu and Iluriska, and exbUnte 
the legend Jajfo Yaudhtjfa “rielory of the 

Teudbeya tribe." These coins ere designed and oxecutod 
with remarkable boldness and skill, end seem to date fur 
the meet pert from the third century a.v. Some may 
pomihiy be as late es the titoo of Samudra Gupta. Oertein 
ooina of tli» claae have in the obverse field the syllable 
dpi (apparently a oontractioa of driftya, • eacood or, more 
reroly, tbo eylUble tf (a oontraction for IrOya, ‘ third 
These eylJablae ere usually iuterpreted to mean that the 
coina in gueetion wore tasuod respectively by the second 
and third sections of tbo tribe.' Tbo aimilar ooina without 
any norooral may hare boon etruek by tbo first section. 

Another clam of ooina, more rudely executed and 
perhaps later in date, exhibit on the obverse the six- 
head^ effigy of the god KSrtikeja, and tbo name of 
a chief, Sviut Bribmana Teudbeya. 

The eertieel coins are smell brass piocee. with an elephant 
on one side and a humped bull ou Uie other, aooompaaied 
by Buddhist aymbola* Probably the irilw, io common 
with the rest of India, gradually abandoned Buddhism 
and reverted to orthodox Hinduism.

The Midrek* tribe » plainly the eame aa that called 
Hadraka or Medra in the SamAiU^ and the J/*6d- 

Mdrald. The capital of Uie coontiy waa the faraooa ciQr 
Sengnia, or SukaU, the SagaU of the Uilinda Pa^ha. The 
tribe a«-ma alao to hare been known by the bamea Jartika 
and BShika. The tribal territory ia atill known sa ifodre* 
rfaf, the ooontry between the Bari and Canib rirera. 
Aoeording to eentc authoritica, 2fadra-d$i extended on the 
weat to the Jhelam and on the eeat to the Biaa river. ^ In 
the narrower aigniEoation the coootry eo named ie eqniva- 
lent to the Blohni Daab only. In the wider eignification 
it ownprisea also the Bar! DoAb between the Biia and Bari, 
and the Caj Duib between ibe Canib and Jhelam. The 
Medrakaa were, therefore, the immediate neighboora of the 
Tandhejme, and occupied the central parte of the Peujib. 

Cunningham‘e idenlificalion of the Midraka oapital, Sen* 
gala or Kukala, with a hill called Sengla Tibha in the 
Oujrinwala Bietriot, wu undoubtedly erroneoaa. Tbe true 
aite of tbe city ia probably either Chuniol or Shohkof in tbe 
Jhang Diatriot, eaat of the Bari, in the Bari Duub. The 
Biia, therefore, may be acoepted aa the boundary between 
the yaudbeyt* eaat of that river and tbe Uadrakae to 
tbe weat.* 

The Jalandhar Buab, between tbo SelUj and the upper 
oourae of the Biia, waa probably included in Samndrm 
GnpU'e empire, of which the Biaa would have been tbe 
frontier. Ibe Madrakae would thua bo in tbe etrict sense 
a frontier tribe.

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5. Tax AxhTha Trimb. 

Th« name of the Ahlr casta is the phonatio eqniTalent of 
Ahhfro, and this eaata is so widelj spread and numerous in 
Xortham and Weatorn India that the oorreot location 
of Samudra Gupta’s fiootiar tribe appears at first sight 
a matter of some difficulty. But the fact that the tribal 
territory lay on the frontier of tho empire girea the oloe 
to the solution of the problem. 

A Teiy early inaoription at Nasik, NNE. of Bombay, 
mentions an Ablilra king, and ire knoir that the peDioaula 
of Gujarat was in anoient limes largely oceupted by 
Ahirs.* rtoleray's proTioco of Abirin wad on tho western 
ooost, and tho conntry between tbo TiptI riror and 
Bongarh was knoam as Abbtra.* Bat tbo Abbiros of 
tho Bombay districts lay too far wealword to be oountod 
as a frontier tribe in the time of Samudra Gupta, whose 
aoath'Wsetern frootier appears to have been the rirer 
Betwa, and these western Abhlras cannot be the tribo 
referred to. 

The small tract called Ahranra, near ChanSr in the 
Uirzupnr District of tho North'Westorn Prorinooa, cannot 
be the region in RariMena’s mind. Time tract, an 
unimportant purfftmt, was according to tradition originally 
occupied by Kola. Except tho name there is nothing to 
connect it with tho Abhtree.* hlorooTer, the whole of 
the Mirznpur District must hare been included within 
the limits of tbe empire. 

One region, and one only, exactly suiu tho conditions of 
tbe problem, and can be identified with oonfidenoe as the 
seat of tho Abhlra frontier tribo in tbe days of Samodra 
Gupta. This region lies west of tho Betwa rirer, and

*'With tbo aeocamoa of tbs Moguls, tbs domains,of tbs 
Khichis voro largely extsnded on tbo sast by tbs acossrioti 
of the tiro districts of Jharkoa and Bsbadargarb, tbs 
former lying to tbs west and tbo lattsr to tbs sast of tbs 
Sindh rirw. Tbase two distriols originally fomsd part 
of th$ oaotmf Hindu protiaeu ^ AAlnfdro, vAieA txUndtd 
fnn Rtmod oa tkt Ahirpet rwr to Siroiy on Hu ooutk, tmd 
from th« PAi-batl riwr on tio tmt to iJu Bttua on tht toot. 
Within thsss limits tbo Ahin still form the mass of tbs 
population, and tbs land is chiefly bold by Abir ssroindsra. 
Baring Jay Singb'a long war with the Mabrattas, tbs 
Ablrs aaaorted their independeocs, and were not subdood 
until Baptiste wss sent against them." ‘ 

The province of AbTrwSru tbns described liss sontb of tbs 
British District of JhSnsi, and north of BhTlsa, being, for 
tbs most part, included in Sindia’s Dominions or tbs Qwiliir 
Stats. 

I think no doubt can be felt that tbs frontier iribo of 
Abblras in the reign of Samudn Oupta occupied this 
province of Abirwira, and {onned, as already observed, 
an tntlott, or inset, in tbo exteasiTs ^litlava oountry. 

Sir Walter Elliot, a very competent authority, regarded 
(be AbTra as the northern section of a great pastoral race, 
formerly bolding sn important place in the politicsd om- 
stitution of India, of wbiob the southora eection was known 
as the widely-spread Kurumbar noo. 

For some hundred yeers before the seventh conturr, 
a period which includes tbo sgs of Samudra Oupta, tbs 
country, from the base of tbs tableland to the Pilar and 
Psunir riTors, was occupied by the Eunnalnrs. Tbey 
appear to bare formed a sort of Confaderato State, under 
ohiefe of their own, each of whom rosidsd in a fortifisd 
steoogbold, having a district of grsuUrr or Isss extent under

arohitocture, and aovlpture. The prevailing religion of the 
Euruinbars was the Jaina, and this oircutnstanoe added 
bitterness to the hostility of the Hindu sovereigns of the 
Cola kingdom, who in tb« eighth or ninth century 
■ucoeeded in oruthing the Euruinbar oonfodoratioo, and 
incorporating its lunds in Che Cola (Chela) torritorias.' 

The above brief deeoription of the Eurumbar organisation 
and of its overthrow by tlie southern monarchy appoors 
to me to throw oonetdcraldo light on tbe organisation and 
fite of the similar tribes who in the fourth oeotury cororad 
the western fronb'er of Samudra Gupta’s empire. 

6. Tin PrImvxa Tmm. 

We have now laboriously traced the eastern, northern, 
and western frontiers of Samudra Guptu's empire, and hsvs 
reached a point at which tho aouthem extension of the 
dominions diroetly under hit sway must have tertninatod, 
or very nearly terminated. Ws have seen that tbe 
kingdoms and tribea on the frontier are enumerated by 
Harifeoa, so &r as possible, in tho order of geograpbied 
poeidon. Tbe Bhllsa country, which lies south of Abirwara, 
ocrtsioly lay within the Malava territories, and the inferanoe 
neoeanrily fallows that the PrSrjuna tribe, which ia the 
next soumemted, should be looM for to the east or 
aouth.east of Abirwara. Assuming that tbe Harmada 
fortosd the southern bouodary of the empire, the PrStjuna 
tribe may bo provisionally placed in tbe Narsifibpur 
District of the Osntral Provinces.

Th« axaet poridoa of ao; of three tribea ie sot 

known, but we me/ eafely bbbuidc that they laj near the 
rrarjuna territory, and probably in tbo Ceatnd ProTincoa, 
or poMiblj ia Central lodia, just south of the Milava 
oonntry. 

The nemo Kaka (' erow') may be loeally SMoeiated with 
Kakattidn ('crow’s Toioe'), the aodent name of Saoci, the 
oulebratod Buddhist site 6| mtlM eouth>west of Bhllsa.* 

The neuM Saoekanika, or Seoelalnike, is connected with 
the same region by the fact that one of the inscriptiona at 
Bdeyagiri near Bbilsa records the dedication of oertaiii 
seolptnree by a Saoakanika ohisftain.* 

The Kharaparika tribe may hare occupied the Seont or 
ilandla DUtriot of the Centnd ProriDcee. The eiremt of 
the boundarios of the empire is thus complotod. 


SECnOlT VL—FOREIGN POWERS. 


Wo now paM from the enumeration of conquered pro* 
Tiaeea, frontier kingdoms, and frontier tribes, to a list of the 
indepsndent foreign SteUe at a distance with which Samudra 
Gupta maintained interoourss and friendly relations. 

The passage of the ineoription (1. dealing widi these 
foreign powers is thus literally traasUted by Fleet 
" Whose tunding togstber of the (iriMr) world, by means 
of the amfditude of the Tigour of (Air) arm, was effected 
by tbe acte of rospoctful serrioe, eooh as offering tbemselres

Tbe arrogant lasgu^o of tbu pssaage of coarse exag* 
gerales tbe deference paid to tbe cubjeot of tbe panegyric, 
and Day fairly be interpreted to mean nothing raore fh wn 
the exchaogo of complimentary embaaaiee and gifts between 
tbe emperor of Xorlbent India and tho powers oataed. 

Rsmadra Gupta's victorious raid into the Peninsula woold 
naturally arouse the foars of tbe Sinhalese prinees, and no 
doubt an cmhosey from Ceylon really visited bis Court.* 

The identification of the powers intended by the title* 
Daivspntia, Silhi, Sahiausuhi, &ika, and Humpda, preeeots 
a difficnlt problem. I cannot pretend to eolve this problem 
with sbsolute oartain^, but venture to think that a reason* 
ably probable solution may be ofiered with eome confidenon. 


I. Tux UlIROKpA Kiko. 

The Uurup^M n>Ay possibly have been settled in the 
hill country of Blwu, along the Kaimur range, or, more 
probably, further south in the Viadbyas or Northern 
JDakhan, or poasibly in Cbutia Niigpur. This ooujecturo 
is based merely on tbe oocurrence of tbe name UurupdlndovT, 
or Murui;da>8Taminh in inscriptions dated o.x. 198 and 197 
found near tbe village of Ehob in tbo Nngaudb Stato. 

Tbe princess so named was tbe contort of tbo Maharaja 
Jejuatba of Uceba*kalpa, in tbe neighbourhood of 
Nugaodh. Her name seems to indicate that she belonged 
to tbo Marut>^ clan, tho territory of which was probably

Ooly one other oerUin mention of the Monip4»< 
rewarded my eearoh, but thU ie •offioicot to 8ho» that 
they were a notable tribe, dan, or reigning family, worthy 
to bo nuikud with the Guplaa tbemedvee among the rulare 
of India, ‘nte panage referred to u in the Jaina Purn^a, 
called i/ariMmia, oompoeed by the poet Jinasena in the 
fe«b. jear 706 (a.d. 637), and runa aa follow* 

VtrM 83. “And at the time of the nirod^a of Tim, 
King PSlaka, tho eon of (Me tia# ^ Aranti. (aad) the 
protoetor of the people, efaali be crowned here oci earth. 
(84) Hie reign {tkaU but) nzty yean. Then, it ie aaid. 
(Me rwie) of the kings of the country shall eodure for a 
hundred and fifty-fire yeare, (85) Then the earth (fhaU be 
the) undivided (petamtoa) of the Uarupdas, for forty years; 
and for thirty, of the Puahpamitraa (or Poshyamitraa); 
aud for sixty, of Yoauniitra and Agnimitra. (80 and 
87) (7A«n Mere ihaii be the rele) of the ‘ Ass-kings ’ for 
a hundred yeara. Next, (Mr mie) of Namvahana for forty 
years. After (/Aese) two, (Me sMvsjr) of Bhattubioa (sAd/ 
loit) two hundred and forty (yean); and the iUostrioas rule 
of the Ouptas shall endure two hondred and thirty-one 
years. This is doelsred by chronologista.’' 

hfr. K. B. Psthale, who published the above passage, 
quotee a oouplet from the PdrsrtfMywMya to show that 
Vataaraja, the lover of Vuiavadatta, was a bluruQ^* 

The chronology of the Jaina PuruQa is, of oouree, like 
that of all PuiuQaa, confused, and no sutoment in a doea« 
meat of tbia class can bo aeoepted with oonfidenca. But 
the lutssage quoted has certainly ao much value, that it 
proras the extstanoo in the eaventh century A.t>. of a die- 
tradition that the hluru^tdas for a period of forty years 
ranked among the leading ruling raoea of India 
If tho Munip^hw wore ideotioal with the Uurapr^aa, my 
eonjeoture as to the poeition of the Munii^ kingdom must

2. Tub &aka Eiko. 

The ^kaa of India were undoubtedly a race of foreign 
origin, which entered India, like ao many other racee, 
aoroee the oorth-weatern frontier; and Cunningham may 
be right in identifying them with tbe 8u tribe, who wore, 
in or about B.a 125, forced into the prorinoe of Kipin 
or Kophene by the preaaure of the advancing Tu<cbi 
(Tue-ti), who inoludad the famoua Kufun elan. It is 
certain that the geographer. laidorue of Cbarax. writing 
probably in the 6ret century of our ora, locatea tbe 
in Drangiana, which ba calle Sakaateoe.* Drangiann was 
the ancient name of the country along tbe Kelcuand river 
and aeeoia to hare been included in Kipin. We inuat 
aaenme. therefore, that tbe &ikaa entered Indie proper by 
the Oandahar route. 

laidorua of Cbarax eatled the inbabitanta of Sakaatene 
Saka-Scylhiaua. The author of the “Periplua," wri ting

30, ia 
the beat known. The kings Hauea (Uoas) and Asea, of 
aligbtly earlier date, who arc known almost oxcloeiTely 
from eoins, are generally oonaidered to be Sakaa, though 
the proof that they were really aooh dooe not eeem to me 
aatiafaetory.* 

The Satrapa of Uathura and Northern India, who aecm 
to have reigned in the oentary before and in the oeolury 
following the Christidn era, betray a Persian origin, both 
by tbeir official title and by their pereonal nance. The 
official title iadieatea at loaat the recollection of a real 
ronneetion with the Persian empire, which oertaiuly existed 
before the oooqnoete of Alexander, and the nemce of 
ICagSoa and Hagamni^ both Satrape, are unmietakably 
Persien. The name of the Satrap §od2s«, too, appears to 
be en Indtanixed form of the Persian name Zodaa. 

The late Bbagvanlnl IndrajT, therefore, decided to call 
theae Satraps Pahlarat, or Persians. He wae certainly 
quite justified in doing this.* But Dr. Buhler, who calls 
^sm "the &tka Snlnpe of Mathuiu," is also justified in 
his aomenolature. 

The Lion Oapital of Mathnra ia covered with dedicatory 
Buddhist inacriptiooa of merobers of tba ruling Satrap 
faiDily. One of tbeeo ie recorded “ in honour of the whole

I am not aware of any other pro^ that the Northern 
^trape were ^aa. If it be aeaumod that they wore 
^kaa, it ap^rs plain that the Saka tribe had a eloM 
oonnoetion with Pereia, and mi^ht properly be deaoribod 
a* Peraana (Pahlavas), and that they were also eometiinea 
regarded no ideotieal with Parthioaa 
Uathura waa oorettinly iududed in the dominioDa of 
Sumudra Gupta, and the rule of the aeoii-Paraian Northern 
Satrapa eeenu to have tomiiiatod long before hie day.* 
Oonaoquonliy, even if it prove to be the oaao that the 
Northeni Satraps were ^1^ they cannot be the foreign 
power in aliianoe with Samndra Uupta. 

It is poaible that in his reign Saka seUlemeots may 
•lilt haro existed in Seistun, the QandabSr oountry, and 
along Uie Indus, but the ruling powers of the north* 
western frontier seem to be fully aocouated for by the 
terms Dairaputra. ^i, and ^bnou^hi, which will be die- 
cussed presently, and SsislSa appears to have been included 
in the Persian dominious (Drouin, op. cit, p. ICl). Tho 
Saha king of the insoriplioa, tboreforu, cannot be the ruler 
of SeisUin. 

The HrAat SfimiUd dastcs the Sokas in the Western 
Division of India, along with the AparunUkas, Baihayas, 
Jrhgas, Mlocchas, Paratss, Santikaa, Vaijyas, and Vokkaflaa. 

Tho country Aperaota oorreeponded with the modern 
Zonksna, tho district extonding from GokBrt>a, in the 
Kirwar collectorate. to the Daman Gangu, the frontier 
river of Gujarat, or perhaps oven further north to the

The PSrata, or PSrada oonntr;, raut hare been the 
Surat Diatriot north of Aparauto.* 

The Haibafas occupied the upper eouraa of the N’armada, 
in the region now known aa the Oaatral Proviucee.* 

The JrAgae, &iol£kaa, Vaii/aa, and Vokkdijoe haro not» 
ao far aa I know, boon idontiSod. 

Mlaoeha ia a general term oorreapondiog to the Greek 
fiofiffapo^, and ta euffiviontly explaiued the f(^owu]g 
paaaage from the VIhoq Parana, which relatea bow Sagaru 
made ‘'the Yaranaa ahare their heads entirely; the 6aJcaa 
he compelled to shave (the upper) part of their heade; 
the IKradaa wore their hair long; and the Pahlaraa lot 
tbeir beards grow; in obediaooe to hia oomnunda. Them 
alec, and other E^riya races, ha deprirod of the 
eatabliahed usages of oblaiioat to firo and tbo study 
of the Vodas, and, thus eeparuted from religioui rites, 
and abandoned by the ilrahwniis, these diSereut tribce 
beetme Uleoohaa."* 

Uanu, too, claasea the Snkaa with the Draridat and eertain 
other tribea aa degraded E«alriyaa.* 

The date of the Briai SeaiAi/d ia known to be about 
the middle of the sixth century a.d. These paaasgea shew 
that at that date tbo ^kaa were known ea a foreign 
people eettled in Western India near the Paradas and 
Pahlaraa, or Porsiins, from whom they wore dislinguisbod 
by a diflerant mode of wearing their hair. The centampC 
of those foreign aeUlera for the nieetiea of Hindu caste 
and ritual cxoiled tbo disgust of Bralitoanieal writers, who

The l^eka king of the Allahabad toeonptioa ahould, iu 
aceordaaoe with the aboro indioaiiotu, be looked for in 
Weatom rather than in Northern India. 

It aaoma to me hardly poaeible to doabt that the §aka 
prinoe rerarrod to in the Allahabad inacriptioa wee one 
of the Saka Salrapa, who ** held away, from the laat 
qoartar of the firat century A.11. to the end of the fourth, 
orer a large territory in Weetem India, which may be 
mid, generully apoaking, to hare oomprieed Milwa, iiind, 
Kaocb, KithiSear, Gujarat proper, end the northern 
Kookan .... Suruepw waa one provinoe only of 
the kingdom." ’ 

Theee powerful princes aro now commonly tenned the 
Weetem Setrapa, to dietinguieh them from the Northern 
Setrape of Uathnrw and Upper India. 

It ie certain that all the datee of the Weetem Setrape 
are reoorded in the 6aka era, and Bhegranlil IndrajI 
thought it probable that thia era waa iuelitatod in a.u. 78 
by Nehapina, the first Setrap, to oommomorato hie rictory 
OTvr the ^takarsi, or Andhra king. Moet writera aaoribe 
the foundation nf the era to the Eufun eoTereiga Kanifka. 

UaaradSta (Beabhadatts), the eon*in«law of the Satrap 
Nahapnna, ^tpeare to expreaely call himeelf a i&aka in 
one of the Nieik ineoriptwne, wbieh uriee of recorde 
eontaina aeraral other referenoea to the AaVaa oollectirely, 
and to indiridual membera of the race.* 

Nabapaoa wai auceeeded by Chat^oa, a member of 
a different family though probably aleo a daka, in or 
about aj>. 111. " He vaa prubably to aome extant con- 
temporary with Nihapina, and, like him, the general of

SubaeqoeuUr he aeonii to hare 
conquered the kingdom of Halwa and fixed hia capital at 
Ujjain; there can bo so doubt that he ia idenitoel with 
the Tuurrtui&K roeutioned by the geographer Ptolemy at 
niliog in tbia capital After the death of Nabatnaa, who 
had BO eon. Chaa^na aeema to hare aucceodod to hta 
domiiiiona; and the S^trapa kingdom for the fature may 
be deaeribod ea ooropriaiag the territoriaa oonqaered by 
their firet two Satrape.” • 

That kingdom of the Weetom Satrapa had probably before 
tho tamo of Samudra Oupta abeorbed a large portioa of the 
tribal territory of tbo MStaraa. The kingd^ waa itaelf 
oonqucrod and abeorbed into the empire by Samudra Gnpta’a 
aon and aucooaaor, Candra Oupta II, and remained iocor* 
porated with it until the eoUapee of tho imporial Gapta 
power near the end of the fifth eontury. 

Bamodra Gupta, whoee direct conquer had reached the 
bordere of Malwa, must neceaaarily bare been in eommu- 
niealion with tlie &ika Satrape of the Weet, and I bare 
no doubt that tboee Satrapa are the 6ak«a raraired to by 
Harifena. 

Tho Setr^ Rudradumau deecribra hiraeelf in the year 
a.D. ISO as *' lord of Eaatcrn and Weatern Akaruvati, Aou- 
padaAa, Anarta, Suristra, ^rabhra, 3Iaro, K a ceh a, Siodho, 
Saurlra, Kukun, Aperania, and Nirada." Tbia prince ia 
aUo said to hare " eztonnioated ” the Taudhoyaa, and to 
bare twioe defeated the ^ntakarni, or Andhra, king of the 
aontb.* Theae dotaila juatify the deacripUon of the Satrap 
Idngdom in modem terma, at giren by BhagrSuUn IndnjL 

Tba twenty-iixtb and pcnultimato Weatom Satrap waa 
Rmlraaana, aon of Rudradimau. Hia coma, whioh tro

^ka prioee vbo eeot ambaeiiM to Samudra Gupta. 


3. Ti[x Dai^'afutva Kixo. 

The wonU Ditieitpti/ra-SSMi-S4k4nHfAhi in the nuoriptioo, 
which arc, of couree, after the Indian manner, written 
without auy marks of division or punetoatioo, present naoj 
diflicuUice of intorprotatioo, and have been diflorentlj 
interpreted. 

Cunningham regarded the three words as forming a ainglo 
compound title, dosignating a king of the Kufaa tribe 
reigning in the PaAjab and Afghanistan. nU words are: 
—**At this very time, A.D. 368, tbo Kusaas were atili in 
tha bright of their power, as the Samndra Gupta insoriptton 
OB the AlUhaittd pillar mentions the prceenta sent by the 
JiftnipHtra Siki SHaniifdAi to tho Indian king. As these 
were the peeuIuLr titles assumed by the greet KosSn kings, 
ti>e proaonts mutt have been sent by one of them.*' * 

But it seams to me very unlikely that in the enumeration 
Dainjmtrtt-^ihSdAinwfilAi-Saht-Jftinaftfail^ the first three 
words are to be token as referring to a single king. The 
triple title srould be extremely eumbrooa and unusual, and 
this interpretation appears to destroy tho balance of the 
sentonce. It is much more natural to take each title as 
referring to a tingle eovereign.* It would be difficult to 
find any example of the uee in a singlo inscriptioa or coin

It is just possible that the oognato titles SiAi and 
ifihi ought really to be treated es a single oomiwund title, 
but wi^ this reservation I have no hesitation in rejoeling 
the interpretation approved by Ounningbam, sod prorerrlng 
that adopted by Floot, who translates the passage in 
q»i<a(ia» by the «rord*~-'* the Dairaputras, %lii*, %h.nnu> 
fShis, l^kas, and hfaruo4M.” ^ however, still belter to 
treat each term as singular, and to translate~“ the Daiva« 
putim, the Sdbi, the ^Ibanuwhi. tbo ^ko, and the 
hlurupcla," the word ' king ’ being understood in oo«h cose. 
I think this translation is the most correct. Tho passage 
nnquastionably refers to monarchical powers. 

Tho Sanskrit title Daivsputra could only apply to a 
soToroign ruling in India or on the oonfioos of India. 
It is probably of Chinoso origin, being the literal 
translation of the Chinese emperor’s title, 'Son of Heaven ’ 
(Tien'/arX* Whatever bo the oorreot interpretation of 
the wnr^ !^bi and ^hinusiibi, the application of tho 
title Dsivaputra is not oimn to queetion. It was the 
chosen and, eo far as is known, peculiar title of tbo 
Kiisao king* of PesltSwar and Kabul—tho kingdom of 
Giindhurm. 

This title Dovaputra (Daivapntra) was that specially 
affected by tho great Ka;in kings Ksniska, Huviska 
(Kuk^ or Hnska), and Yosudeva (or Vusnska). The

It will bo oboorvod that in tbe firat two quotationo Eaaifka 
and Hurifka call thcmaolTee aimply Doraputni, wliorcaa 
tbo latar T£su«ka, in tbe year 79 (s a.d. 106), adda tlio 
Poman tillo S<11>i and tbe Indian title Rajatiraja, the 
oquivalont of ^liiinueahi. He does not, boworer, actually 
oombino ^^bi and ^bSnu^i. 

Fa<bian, travelling abont A.D. 409, diatinguiibea tbe 
region of Gindbitra from tbo Peabiwar oountry, wfatoh 
lay four daya' journey further oontb, but dooa not note 
wbotboror net both diatriota were under (be anmo govern- 
meat* At tbo time of Hiuen Taiang’a visit, abont a.i>. 691, 
Peabawar was Uie capital of GiodhSra, wbiob was then 
ruled by a governor aont from Eapite, north of Kabul, tbe 
local royal family of Oindbara having become oxtiuot.* 
In the interval between tbo two Chineao pitgrima tbo 
irruption of the White Iluna had effected a revolution in 
all political arrangementa. 

Tbe namea of the auoceaaora of Vaaodeva are known 
from coina only. Tbe coina atruok in tbe PaAjub and 
Aigbauistan agree oloealy in form, atandard, and style 
wt^ tboao of tbe bmoua kings Kanifka, naviaka, and 
Taandova. Some of the namea are monoayllablea in tba 
Chinese fashion, suoh ae Jfi and BAh. Otbera have been 
Indtanised, and a prince, who probably ruled about a.d. 300, 
asaumed the purely Indian namo Samudra. Tbe ooins occur 
in four metals—gold, silver, brats, and copper or bronse. 
Some of those pieoes may have been struck by provincial

4. Tas SIhi Kino. 

Sal^oet to the rtaervation already notad that tlia vorda 
$ahi and ^baow^hi may potaibly ba iularpretad at 
forming a eontpound titla roferriog to ono king, though 
praforably interprotad lu referring to t<ro diatiaot aororeigna, 
I DOW prooead to auampt thrir interpretation on the latter 
auppoaitioo. 

The title $abi vaa, at va hare toon, uaod by the 
Berapolre Eu^n king* of Qaodbdrm in tba firat and 
teooud centurioa a.d. It oontiouad in oaa on the north* 
weatam friwiUor of India up to the beginning of the 
eleventh century.* Tbo problem before me ia to aacertain 
the prinoe to whom the title «aa oonaiderod apcoially 
applicable in the fourth oentury. 

Oontvcnporary docamenta of that period ire clearly the 
hMt available evidence, and the only atriotly contemporary 
dUtmonta at prmnt acoeaiibla are eoin legenda, oo which, 
therefore, my argument will be baaed. 

It aeoma to me that the $ahi king of the inaeription 
wat one of thoae Kidara Euain prinoee wbo took the 
aimple title of 8Shi without addition, aod whote money 
ia approximately oontecnporaaeoua with Samndra QupUu

Tbo weight of each of the two apocimeoa deaoribed in 
detail waa 56 graina, and the diameter I'lO inch. Tbeoe 
ooina, which hare a vary Peraian appearanoe, in apita of 
the Indian legenda, appear to roe to bo probebly the 
ooiaage of tbo Sahi dynaaty with which Saroudra Oapta 
had ralatioaa The eoina of which I have qootod the 
t effh nfo*! deaeriptioni are eridently the earlioet of a long 
aoriM wbieb altimatoly raergea into tbo coinage of the 
kingdom of EUralr. The kinga of KotoTr intermarried 
with the Sihi dynaaty of KiboL In the aboTO quoted 
deaoriptioa Canoingbam girea tbo data read on the coina 
aa 339 , hot from a paaaage a few pagee earlier it is plain 
that he really read the date aa 239, and adopted the date 
a oentury later in deference to auppoeed hietorieal neoeeridee. 
Ho aaye: "The reverse has the Saemoian fire-altar, with 
three letters or munerals on tho base, and the oanat 
attendant prieau at the ride. I nod lU Urft eharadtrt 
ea naswreh JbrmiHf 239, or pnhajm 339, whieh, rofarrod 
to tbs era of a.D. 78, would give rither A.a 317 or 417. 
The Utter U tbo preferable date, aa the period of Kidara 
can be fixed with eome eertalnty in the first half of the

Kidira ta rappoeed to be identical with the Ei-to*lo of 
the Chineee writora. Tho word ia erideatif a family or 
dyaaatio title. A Ei^to-lo chief of the Little Yacht 
(EufSoa) aetabliehed bimaclf at Peehawor about a.d. 4^0.* 
lint, in the time of Samudm Gupta, tho Derapntra dynaaty 
of Eufan (Greater Sufua) priooee waa atill reigning in 
the Northern PaAjab, and the ^hi Kidura (Ei'to>lo) miut 
apparently be placed farther aouth, aomewhere in the 
dirootion of Qandabiir. The ^ihi Kidara prinoaa were 
probably eubordinate to tho kinga who took the higher 
title of ^hSnoaihi. 


6 . Thb SAuIxoaaHi Eino. 

The ^banu^i, or Eing of Einga, arith whom Samadra 
Oapla bad diplomatic ralationa, waa probably tha Saaaaniaa 
king of Portia, Sapor, or Shihpur II, wboaa long raign 
(A.a SOD to 380 or 381) waa almoat exaetly oonterminoua 
with that of SoDudra Oupla. 

Tbo raUtfona of Sapor II with the Eu«Kn princea on 
the Oioa and on the Indian frontier ware oloee and 
inlintate. Sapor’s prtdeeeaeor, Bonnasd II, married the 
daoghter of a Euaan king, and has left numiamatio 
memoriala of hit pride in the alUaeee. He atruck ooini 
in which he doeoribed hiraaelf aa "tha Masdean, divine 
Ronnaxd, of the royal family of tha Great Kni^oa, king 
of kbga [ertf. of Iras]." Another coin of bia presenta tha

The Aged Ch-umbetee, king of tho Chfonitee^ ooeopied 
the piece of honour in the army of tho Greet King, end 
he wee eupported by tho Segeetent, or Sekea, of Sekaetmo, 
or Swetiin. 

Cunninghem ie elmoet oerteinly right in interpreting 
tho term Cbionitee es the Greek tnuulotioa of Tuahere or 
Tukhirm (Tokheri), m altemetive nemo of the Eu*tina, 
with tho tneening " mon of the anowe" * 

The term ^benufSbi in the ineeription iney poeubly 
deeignete not the Orwt King of Poreie, but the Greet 
King of the Eofene on the Ozu. Wo here eeen that the 
Pereiea eovereign wea ao prood of hie elUenoe with the 
Euaia royal family that he atruck ooina apocially to com* 
momorate the erent, and claiaMd to have become a mombor 
of hU wifo’e clan. The Eunn and the Penian aoveretgna 
appear to have ntet on equal term*, and both aaeumed the 
title of “ King of Einga.'' Certain owns found near the 
OzuA, though of purely Saaaanian etyle and &brio, have 
purely Indian reverio devieea, and the ordinary Iodo«Eu^a 
obverae devioe; that ia to aay, the obveraa, Hko the coins 
of Eaniaka, exhibits tho king throwing ineosae on a fire* 
altar, and the reveiwa exhibits the figure of &va and his

bat), with other loditn ayathoU. The leganda of theaa 
ooiua arc ia corrupt Qreeic Cimoiogham auppoaed that 
theaa {Hoooa (c.g. hia No. 12, op. dt) vera Mruok by tb« 
fiaaaanian kioga after tho eooqueat of a pron'noe from tba 
Kuwna. K. Drouin rojeeta thia liypotbeda, and daniaa 
Um auppoaed conqaeat Ho profera (op. eit., p. 108) to 
Biippoau that the Eu^n kinga aJoptod Perauin naixMsa along 
with Poraian ooatume and hca^roaa, juat aa in India 
Kuaao priocaa adopted Indian oftmaa, aoch aa Samudra. 
Ibe ootna in qoMtion bear tho tlUa ^basuNuhi in a corrupt 
Orook form. Wliethor tho Ku«ia king on tba Oxua waa 
idunttoal with or diatinot from tho Kumo king of Kabul, 
1 cannot protand to affirm. 


8 ECTIOX VII.—CONCLUSION. 

Tbo wcarjr reader will probably welooma a oonciao 
auinmary of the prisoipal biatorioul roanlta of the foregoing 
diaaertattOQ. In aome pointa my ooncluaiona do not exactly 
agree with thoea act forth in the artiola on the hiatory of 
Sanmdra Gupta. The opiniona now enuneiated are the 
ouloomo of further atndy, and are beliered to be more 
comet 

Fa{aliputra (Patna) waa the capital of Samudra Oupta'a 
father and predecoaaor, Candra Oupla I (*.D. 318 to 348), 
tba Brat independent eorereign of the Oupta family. The 
dominiooB of that prince, though oenaiderable, were of 
moderate extent They oppear not (o have axtended 
farther east thoa Bbagalpur (CampS), and not mueh 
farther west than Lucknow. They oonpriaed the whole 
of Itihar, both north and south of tho Oanges, Ondh, 
and the eastern distriots of the North-Weetern Provincea, 
the northern boundary being probably tho Bret range of hills. 

Samndra Onpta (A.P. 345 to 880) devoted bis reign to 
the aolargemont of hie fetber’e bounderiea. He found 
Pi(alipatra no longer tuilable ae a permanent reatdeoeet 
and after tba early part of hie reign bis headquarters
